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In the arguments submitted on 09/29/2010 Applicant argues that there is a chronological inconsistency with the Examiner's rejection 
because the steps in paragraphs [0028] and [0067] of Moles et al cannot follow a step of receiving and executing a diagnostic testing file 
because the testing file has not been generated. However in paragraph [0066] of Moles et al states that a user of the mobile station may 
notice something wrong and then can select a diagnostic testing option in a menu display. This can read upon the claim language of 
"receiving by said radiocommunication terminal an analysis scenario and/or analysis parameter" as the MS of Moles receives the indication 
from the user, and then the steps of paragraph [0067] follows. Thus the rejection of independent claims 17, 30, and 31 as being anticipated 
by Moles et al is maintained. 
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
